The astronauts reboarded their car 
and headed on toward the Apen- 
nines at 6.02 p.m. Israel time. Scott 
said the seat belts did not fit very 
well around their pressurized suits 
and it took longer than expected to 
get buckled up. 

SLOWS SLIGHTLY 

Scott reported the car drove up 
alls witheut diftculty, slowlug oniy 
slightly. “It looks awfully rough up 
there,” Scott said as he steered up 
the foothills of the mountains. 

Leaving their buggy and walking 
uphill, Scott reported that one boul- 
cee was glessy “with lots of bub- 

ies.” ᾿ 

“Can you imagine this,” Scott 
said, “you take this rock and it’s 
been here before creatures roamed 
the sea on our own earth.” Scott 
estimated the rock was at least 
38,500 million years old.

Mild statement issued 
by ‘minority’ summit 


Jerusalem Post Arab Affairs Reporter 

Five Arab heads of state, sum- 
moned to Libya to consider esca- 
lation of punitive measures against 
Jordan for cracking down on the 
terrorist movement, concluded a 
one-day minority summit early yes- 
terday with a vague statement that 
stopped short of challenging King 
Huszein’s regime. 

The summit conference was at- 
tended only by the leaders of Egypt, 
Syria, the two Yemens and Ldbya. 
Tt pointed up divisions among Arab 
states, shaken by “hot July” coup 
attempts plaguing’ Morocco, Iraq, 
Sudan and the two Yemens, 

The most severe blow to the sum- 
mit came from Sndan’s Ja’afar e- 
Numeiri, who declined to attend the 
conference after 2 special plage was 
sent to Khartoum by Libya’s 
Mou’ammer  al-Gaddafi. Numeiri 
claimed he was pre-oceupied with 
internal problems stemming from 
the abortive coup attempt, but he 
probably was also exhibiting his 
dissatisfaction with Egyptian Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat’s backing of 
Moscow protests on the execution 
of Commmnists in Khartoum. 

Numeiri yesterday sent a measage 
to Gaddafi, through the Libyan 
Chief of Staff. Colonel Babakr Yunis, 
who was sent to Khartoum to per- 
suade the Sudanese leader to attend 
the summit. 

The summit members evidently 
backed down in their challenge to 
Jordan, They merely expressed sup- 
port for current mediation efforts, 
led by Saudi Arabia, which {s seek- 
ing to revive last September's Cairo 
agreement. 

‘The terrorists have already ex- 
pressed their dissatisfaction at the 
outcome of the summit conference. 
in 8 broadcast over the Cairo-based 
Fatah Radio, they said in a com- 
mentary that “the Arab states had 
done nothing towards the Hashemite 
throne” which the terrorists have 
been pledging to overthrow.

The 41-year-old Australian, who 
has earned himself the reputation of 
a tough, honest labour leader, has 
been in and out of Israel a5 a 
guest of the Histadrut on 4 num- 
‘ber of occasions in the past month, 
during which time he left his pretty 
‘14-year-old daughter, Susan, in Kib- 
butz Kfar Blum. He has the re- 
freshingly o-nonsense approach and 
Style for which his countrymen are 
famous, amd repeatedly warns 
against seeking to draw analogies 
from Australian experiences. Indeed 
he declined to express any opinion 
on Israel labour relations. However 
when referring to events back home, 
@ number of comparisons do spring 
to mind willy-nilly. 

He feels that most Australians 
back the labour movement's demand 
to alter compulsory arbitration 
legislation enacted in 1903-1904, 
whereby strikes are outlawed in 
public services and various degrees 
of punishment and penalties can be 
imposed. The ‘Australian labour chief 
says: 

“People are mistaken if they think 
that labour disputes can be so easily 
settled by legislation. Life does not 
work that way. Regrettably few 
people appreciate this point The 
basic determining factor In labour 
relations is the level of economic 
activity. It has to be accepted that 
& high economic growth plus full 
employment and so forth means in-

This in turn led to 
violent clashes with the police, with 
public opinion generally backing 
the ATUC. The outcome was that 
the Government abandoned its hard 
line and since that time no cases 
have been filed against trade unions 
in the courts. 

The ATUC is composed of 125 
national trade unions encompassing 
1,750,000 workers, who comprise 50 
per cent of Australian wage earn- 
ers.

GAZA. — Saboteurs over the week- 
end set off an expléstve charge at 
a Gaza bank — causing lttle da- 
Tage —= while security forces cap- 
tured four wanted terrorists.

The last act of sabotage againsi 
a pubic building in Gaza occurred 
last February, when terrorists blew 
up the post office, injuring 52 local 
residents. 

Security forces early Friday 
whorning arrested oné warted ter- 
rorist at hts home in tthe Nuseirat 
refugee camp. The man was con- 
fined to his bed, recovering from 
wounds he had received a week 
earlier in a clash with an army 
patrol. 

Two other men were arrested 
later the same day, when a passing 
patrol accosted two suspicious fi- 
gures moving about in the Shati 
camp. The men offered vo resis- 
tance. 

The fourth terrorist was taken 
into custody on Friday morning 
when he attempted to throw a 
grenade at a passing army patrol 
vehicle in the Nuselrat refugee 
camp, near Deir el-Balah. The 
soldiers opened fire and wounded 
him. When identified, he proved 
also to be on the wanted list. 


‘Anarchy without 
Histadrut OK’

TEL AVIV. — Mr. Yitzhak Ben-

Wrecked ship 
bought for scrap

HAIMA, — The Galya company has 
purchased an abandoned Greek 
freighter, the ss. Christina Maria, 
from the Ports Authority. The buy- 
ers intend to cut off her super- 
structure for scrap and sink the 
hull, either here or near Atlit, to 
serve as a breakwater for a bathing 
beach, The Post learned yesterday. 

The 7,000-ton ship was abandoned 
by her crew of Greeks and Egyp- 
tlans off Atiit in September last 
year, after she caught fire. The 
erew were rescued by a Navy boat, 
and the ship was towed to Haifa by 
ἃ port tug. She has been tled up 
outside the breakwater ever since. 

When her owners falled to claim 
her within the legal time Limit of 
six months, she wags declared an 
abandoned wreck and offered for 
sale by the authority. 

The ship was sold for only 
¥L30,000, the beat bid offered. The 
sum barely covers the expenseg the 
Authority incurred in towing her to 
Haffa, and the hopes of the tug 
crew for sharing in a Salvage prize 
have thus been dashed.

70,000 at Western Wall; 
little mourning observed

Tisha Be'av at the Western Wall 
is becoming ever more an itterna- 
tional Jewish holiday, and ever less 
a day of mourning. To the tens of 
thousands of Israelis and tourists 
who swarmed to the Old City last 
aight when the Fast commenced, 
the Wall was obviously more of 8 
reminder of the Israel victory four 
years ago, than of the Jewish defeat, 
and destruction of the Temple, 1,901 
years ago. 

The Tisha Be'av atmosphere of 

which filled the country’s 
synagogues as soon as the Sabbath 
ended, with lights dimmed and the 
worshippers seated on the ground 
chanting the Book of Lamentations 
in its sad dirge, did not extend to 
the Wall and the great plaza be- 
fore it. Here and there groups of 
men got together to read Lamenta- 
tions and recite the kinnot, under 
the arc lamps, ‘but the vast majority 
of the estimated 70,000 people at 
the Wall — Jerusalemites, out-of- 
towners, and tourists — had patent- 
ly come to meet old friends, make 
new ones, or simply wander happily 
over the scene of the great carnage 
of 70 C.E. 

‘The huge crowds were good- 
humoured and orderly, and the 300 
extra policemen, reinforced by sol- 
diers and border police, had a re- 
lJatively easy night. The pilgrimage 
— all on foot, as no cars were 
ellowed into the Old City — flowed 
to the Wall through the Jaffa Gate 
and Zion Gates, and out through 
the Dung Gate (although some 
people obstinately insisted ou exiting 
through the Zion Gate, too). 

Most conspicuous at the Well last 
night was the almost total absence 
of Jerusalem's ultra-Orthodox, 
hassidic elements. The Oriental com-
